$82,795,000. If the same product had

fieid, it would have been wo-th $171,- 
506,000, an increase of more than 100 
per cent, ‘

berta had ccased, ‘ne farmers were 
saarking time because increased acre- 
age meant increased cosis.

If, he said, they desired to know the rea- 
bon why so many of the brightest young men and women left the country 
for the-cily it was this: In the city men agitated for’ an 8-hour day -and a 44- 
hour wéek. Every time they clipped anything..off the ‘working day or in- 
creased the pay. by one cent an hour they created a condition which affected 
the farmers. Their men were anxious to come to the cities. “If they short- 
ened the time for earning money they increased the time for spending money. 
Every advantage of that kind cost something more in the production of food. 
Living became more expensive. More men and women were added to the 
ranks of the workers in the cities, with an inevitable increase in the number 
of unemployed and added acuteness to the problems which the Gity worker 
had to contend against. 

Premier Norris expressed the opinion that the extreme labor man was 


thus standing in his, own light when he advised a 44-hour week, because he | 
took from the ranks of the producer on the farms and added to the ranks of | 


the consumers in the cities. The balance must be kept equal to maintain 
ihe ability to ‘bring in new money, and new money was that which was pro- 
duced from the soil itself, and it was only to the extent that that new money 
was produced that steady and’ profitable employment could be provided for 
the city artizan, store clerk and office employee. Not Jess work, but more 
work,’ was the crying need of the times. 

Another point firged by. Premier Norris was that, along with a renewal of 
confidence and a determination to work hard and faithfully, there was avery 
great need for economy. ~ In this connection he said: ‘“The majority of wage 
earners ‘and lower salaried men are living right up to the mark every month; 
indeed, a large number of them are living one month ahead of their salaries 
if we can turn them around and get them to live one month behind their 
salaries for the next few months, getting them away from the effect of living 
beyond their salaries, success will attend the efforts of every person.” 

Summed‘up, Mr. Norris’ conclusions as to the remedies to apply to pres: 
ent conditions, are: All citizens must develop more confidence. They must 
be industrious, There are too many persons who do not wish fo work more 
than eight hours a day. Some people can afford to live in ease without work, 
but they are not many. If persons are not industrious they cannot succeed, | 
They must practice economy, They can save enough money: to get one | 
month aliead of their salary, and they can easily do. it if they make up their 
minds. They would find it was just as easy to live one month behind their

Experimental Farm Facts 


Valuable Information Gained Through 
Tests Being Conducted 

A‘brief study of the reports of the 
various Dominion Experimental Farm 
Superiniendents makes. evident the 
fact that they contain much that is of 
value to the farmer. By writing to 
the Publications Branch of De 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa, a 
copy of the report of the nearest farm 
or Station for the district can be ob 
tained.

Vernon, B.C.—The Canadian Pa- 


eific lway has completed at 
Okanagan Landing an extension of 
its ice house at that be giving 
about 20 per cent. additional stor- 
age capscity. Besides this there will 
be an improved method of icing car#’ 
which will enable the workmen to 
crush the required ice in advance of 
arrival of cars, so that when cars 
come off the lake, the loads may be 
ut to ice house and the entire train 
ced with one. movement of the 
Bwitch engine. This should ma- 
terially hasten the movegnent of the 
fruit from Okanagan Landing, . It 
is expected that cars will be iced 
in about four minutes each. 

The amount of ice put up at 
Okanagan Landing this year is 8,500 
tons. It was brought from Banff 
and is exceptionally good, and should 
be adequate for a very prosperous 
season.

¥ two-ton trucks, with a 
fifth whae or turning plate mount- 
ed on the chassis in place of the 
ordinary truck body; and in the cen- 
tre of this fifth wheel is one portion 
of the automatic coupling device, 
The trailers are large, completely 
enclosed bodies, with a capacity of 
three and a half tons, or 518 ft. cubic 
measurement, each mounted on two 
rear wheels, with solid rubber tyres, 
and two small front wheels, with 
folding legs, to hold the trailer up 
and permit of movement to any de- 
sired position when free from the 
tractor. On the front of the chassis 
of the trailer are two small wheels 
for mounting the track of the fifth 
wheel on the tractor, and permitting 
turning of the equipment within a 
small radius when coupled up; also 
the other portion of the coupling de- 
vice by which the tractor and trailer 
are coupled up. 

The process of coupling and un- 
coupling is a matter of seconds only, 
merely involving the raising of a 
lever. The driver never leaves his 
seat. On the road the trailer brakes 
itself automatically. 

The station staffs attend to the 
loading and unloading of the trail- 
ers, which handle forty to fifty loads 
daily. The two tractors are con- 
tinvally in motion ‘anling tse 
trailers (one at a time) from one 
station to another and travel'ing 
from ninety to 100 miles each datty, 
The whole system is onerated on a 
regular schedv'e.
